Position as to Labor .Unions.

Delay a Vital Defect. 


"An examination of the decisions of 


the commission and the resort to the 
courts by way of temporary injunc- 
tions fully justifies the conclusion that 
one of the defects of the present inter- 
state commerce law is the delay- en- 
tailed by litigation in the court over 
the correctness of the 
order 
in the 


commission. 


"The court appeal cannot be abol- 


ished, but it is a constitutional right 
Something roust be done to reduce its 
effect by way of delay so that the de- 
cision oC the court shall be prompt, 


and effective. 


"It is proposed now by a number of 


gentlemen of my cabinet who 
have 


conferred with some members of the 
Interstate commerce commission, to fa- 
cilitate these appeals from the com- 
mission by the creation ot a separate 
interstate commerce court of effective 
members which shall sit in Washing- 
ton and which shall be the only court 
to which petitions to set aside or.nulli- 
fjr 'the orders- of the interstate com- 
merce commission can be made and it 
is proposed to allow a single judge to 
make an order to'stay the proceedings 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion only sixty days and 
thereafter 


that no injunction shall be allowed 
against the nrdor of the commission 
unless granted by the whole court of 
five- members.

Later Pritchard 
modified 
this by 


explaining to him that Cook's story 
was told to Whitney and that he 
(Pritchard) was present in the room. 
Pritchard said Dr. Cook had only two 
Eskimos with him at the pole. The 
language barrier, made it impossible 
for Pritchard to talk with these Eski- 
mos. 


John Murphy, the boatswain of the 


Roosevelt , who was 
ashore 
with 


Pritchard when Dr. Cook appeared at 
their station, was greatly astonished 
when informed of Prltchard's knowl- 
edge.. Murphy 
declared 
that Cook 


talked with him on several occasions 
while they were together about his 
trip on the Ice, but said nothing about 
having reached the pole. 
Cook 'lim- 


ited his information to Murphy to the 
fact that he had passed the 87th de- 
gree, which 
was Peary's 
farthest 


north in 1906, and that the ice was 
rough up to 84. According to Mur- 
phy, Cook arrived at Annotook 
one sledge and two Eskimos, but no 
dogs.

Murphy Was Absent. 


Murphy was curious to know more 


about Cook's experiences on the ''ice 
and later 
when 
in 
company with 


Whitney in the musk ox country, op- 
posite Etah. he Inquired if Dr. Cook 
had reached the pole. The boatswain 
says Whitney told him he did not 
know. 


Asked 
how it was possible for 


Pritchard and Whitney to have heard 
Cook's story without his also hearing. 
Inasmuch as all four men occupied the 
same house at Annotook during Dr. 
Cook's stay. Murphy replied that a 
question to Pritchard 
had -brought 


him the answer tho.t Dr. Cook's story 
of his dash to the pole was recced to 
Whitney and the cabin boy on a day 
he (Murphy) was 
absent .at Etah. 


This statement was referred to Pritch- 
ard, who ident[fled the date he heard 
the Cook statement as the day Mur- 
phy was absent at E.tah. 


He could not remember whether Dr. 


Cook said he remained there April 21 
and April 22, or whether it w.is April 
22 and 23. Dr. Cook used a map to il- 
lustrate the route followed. 


Asked why he had not revealed this 


on board the Roosevelt. Pritchard said 
that Dr. Cook had told him to say 
nothing about his having been at the 
pole until the Roosevelt reached civil- 
ization. 


When Harry Whitney. George Xor- 


ton and Lnrned went to Etah on the

Chicago 
Judges 
Looking 


Into Charges of Jury 


Corruption. 


Chicago, Sept. 20.—In all of the 


courts of Chicago except the munici- 
pal -court, where minor police cases 
are looked after, the wheels of justice 
were at a standstill for an hour today 
while the judges began an 'investiga- 
tion of the charge of irregularity in 
the office of the jury commissioner. 
Twenty-eight 
judges, presided over 


by Judge Cutting, 
of 
the 
probate 


court, -met in the chambers of Judge 
Brentano, chief justice of the superior 
court, and listened to an impassioned 
arraignment by State's Attorney Way- 
man of the methods which he alleged 
have been employed in drawing- jur- 
ors. 
He averred that 'names drawn 


by lot for jury service were fraudu- 
lently displaced in the jury commis- 
sioner's office by names oC men ac- 
ceptable to those in a conspiracy to 
defeat the ends o£. justice, whole-ven- 
ires were tainted he- declared, by this 
method, even the grand jury suffer- 
ing. 


"Had "Squealer's" Confession. 


The state's attorney is said to have 


been watching the 
drawing of ven- 


ires for some time, but his sensational 
action of Saturday when he caused 
three arrests, is said to have been 
based on the confession of a "squeal- 
er." 


Those arrested were John J. Hol- 


land, secretary and member of the 
jury commission. 


Willis "J. • Raybourn a real estate 


dealer, and Nicholas J. Martin, sec- 
retary of Alderman Michael (HInkey 
Dink) Kenna. All are under bonds.

BETER THAN EVEN 


Mrs. Johnson on Verge of 


'Collapse from Strain of 


Long Anxiety. 


Rochester, Minn., Sept 20.—Whil'5 


Governor Johnson was somewhat bet- 
ter today according to Dr. C. H. May- 
or, who called on him early today, In 
St. Mary's hospital, the doctor still 
considers the governor in a grave 
state, the danger period not having 
•been -passed. 


Dr. Charles F. McNevIn -issued the 


following bulletin on Gov. Johnson's 
condition at 8:30 this morning: 
] 


"The governor's pulse is 102; tem- 


perature 99.S; respiration 32. He is a 
little restless but ,not so much as yes- 
terday or last night. 
He is a little 


weaker but is not suffering much pain 
now. 
He has just about an even 


chance. 
The five full days following 


the operation will be up at 11 o'clock 
this morning and if he successfully 
•passes that period and if he can re- 
tain some solid food his chances will 
grow belter." 


Explains High Temperature. 


Dr. 
MeNevin 
explained that b}' 


"solid food" he meant some weak tea. 
The high temperature this morning 
the doctor explained is due to the dis- 
tention caused by gas. It is, of course, 
a symptom that causes some anxiety, 
but it Is not necessarily grave. 


Mrs. Johnson is almost on the verge 


of a nervous breakdown and her con- 
dition is causing her 
friends much 


worry. 


At 10 a. m. Dr. McNevIn issued an- 


other bulletin saying that Governor 
Johnson was resting comfortably but. 
was not sleeping. He was having con • 
siderable trouble from gas pains. He 
had been given about one quart of 
nourishment since 7' o'clock this morn- 
ng in the shape of carbonated water. 


The great anxiety is on account of 


.he patient's inability to keep on his 
stomach any nourishment which would 
give him strength to fight with. His 
strong will power alone is all' that is 
-ceeping him up. 


Retains Nourishment. 


Governor Johnson was given liquid 


nourishment twice during 
the fore- 


noon, three ounces of strained chicken 
iroth at a time, which he successfully 
retained on his stomach. Dr. Mayo

a wireless message from Dr. Cook 
himself nt 12:30 a. m. declared that 
he would meet them at 8:30 tomorrow 
morning telephones and wireless ap- 
paratus were at once put in operation 
to make certain that there might be 
no change in the original arrange- 
ments. The local officers ot the Scan- 
dinavian-American line 
notified the 


captain of the Oscar IL that he should 
not attempt to dock today and he re- 
plied by wireless that he would anchor 
off Sandy Hook and spend the night 
there, starting up the harbor at day-- 
light The United States revenue cut- 
ter will leave its dock at 5:30 a. m. 
tomorrow and meet the steamship at 
quarantine in time to complete the 
examination of Dr. Cook and lea,ve him 
free to Join his friends at that point, 
at 8:30. On account o£ the large num- 
ber of persons .who will participate in 
the first greeting to Dr. Cook on this 
side of the Atlantic It would have been 
impossible to carry out any of the 
original program had he landed today. 
Nearly 2,000 tickets have been sold for 
the steamer Grand Republic on which 
the committee from the Arctic club 
will go down the bay tomorrow. 


Cook's Family Will Go First. 


Coroner Kesler Holds He 


Did Not Make Full Ef- 


fort to Stop. 


In his verdict In the case oC the 


death of Christian C. Walda, the con- 
tractor struck and killed by an inter- 
urban car near Huntingdon, Ind..- on 
the evening of the 6th of this month, 
Coroner A. J. Kesler places full blame 
.ipon the motorman ot the car, charg- 
:ng negligence. 


The verdict follows: 
"I. A. .7. Kesler. coroner of 
Allen 


county, state of Indiana, after having 
heard the evidence and examined the 
body, find thnt Christian'C. Walda 
came to his dentil by reason of inju- 
ries received by being struck by inter- 
urban car No. 204 on the Fort Wayne 
and Wabash Valley traction 
line at 


Miami Park stop. Huntington county, 
Indiana. September 6. From the evi- 
dence taken I find that those in charge 
of the car No. 20-1, eastbound, at a 
point between 400 and 500 feet west 
of Miami Tark stop, were signalled by 
several persons to stop. 
I find that, 


motorman on said car was negligent in 
not answering such signals by blowing 
the. whistle on said car. 1 further find 
that if the brakes on said car were in 
soort working order, then the motor- 
man failed to make proper effort to 
stop as the car passed hy stop at a 
rapid speed and stopped about -)00 feet 
east of Stop. I further find that mo- 
tormnn when seeing Walda on track 
did not give proper danger signals for 
him to get off track.

The verdict will be filed with the 


county clerk Tuesday morning. 


In advance of the steamer will go a

At the'Bushwick club, 
a neighborhood organization where the 
physician used to go, they have plan- 
ned a roaring welcome. ' When tho 
Grand Republic touches the dock in 
Brooklyn the club members will be 
waiting for him with carriages and 
automobiles and an escort of honor. 
After a triumphal procession through 
the streets of Brooklyn, the explorer 
will reach the club house, where there 
will be a reception and a luncheon.

not only the fixing of rates after com- 
plaint, but also the re-adjustment of 
classification if it proves on complaint 
to be unjust. I am aware that the 
congress at the time of the passage of 
the rate bill thought It wise to limit 
the power of the commission to the 
consideration of rates actually com- 
plained off by persons Interested. It 
would now g«ein from the experience 
of the commission that It !s the exten- 
sion of its power so as to institute 
complaints of its own that is neces- 
sary to make its work truly effective. 
I do not think that until we try this 
new amendment and see how it works, 
we ought to put down the barriers 
entirely and jtive to the Inter-state 
commerce commission, the absolute 
power to fix rates In advance and on 
their own initiative and without com- 
plaint flled and Investigation made as 
is done in some of the states. I think 
it a great deal better to proceed cau- 
tiously in this matter, and see our '.vaj

New Rate Classification. 


"Under 
the 
Inter-state 
commerce 


law a new rate classification is to bf 
filed with the commission. It is pro- 
posed now to authorize the commis- 
sion to postpone the date that such 
new rate classification Is to take ef- 
fect provided that within thirty days 
of the date of the order a complaint he 
filed that such rate or classification In 
unreasonable or unjust. I am Inclined 
to think that this is n fair chance on 
the provisions of law. It gives to the 
public the same right to have changes 
which effect them injuriously wh°n 
Investigated before they go Into effect 
ns it does the railroad, by appeal to 
thn courts, to have the order of ths 
commission subjected to Investigation 
and hearing. Railroads ought not to 
be permitted to change mtes unless 
they can Rive a reason for It. 


"A third amendment 
to the act 


should provide that the commission 
may order, suspend, modify or annul 
any change In the rules or regulation.? 
which Impose undue burdens on ship- 
pers. Xo doubt ought to be left with 
respect to the power of the commis- 
sion on such a subject, because the 
rules nnd regulations of a railway or* 
the means by which Injustice may bo 
done to the shipper. It would seem 
well to empower the commission to 
compel connecting carries to unite in 
forming a thorough route and to fix 
the rate and apportionment thereof 
among the carriers. 
The commission 


should also be empowered to prescribe 
the rules and regulations under which 
the shippers shall huvo the privilege! 
to design the route over which their 
shipments shall be carried to the des- 
tination beyond that of the first car- 
rier. 


In interstate trade, then the real ob-1 
ject of the law would come wihin Its 
denunciation, and no one could de- 
clare its opinion to be unreasonable In 
that it Included a lot of Innocent con- 
tracts or arrangements. 


"It has been suggested that the law 


ought to limit its denunciation 
to 


those contracts in restraint of trade 
that are unreasonable. I do not favor 
any such limitation. It seems to be 
proposed to leave to the Judges to de- 
cide what combination and contracts 
in restraint of trade ought to be per- 
mitted to exist and to be enforced on 
general grounds of public policy—in 
other words, to have the court attempt 
to establish some lines between what 
are called good and bad trusts, as if 
the suppression of competition in some 
cases was n good thing and in other 
cases was bad. I cannot agree that 
any such distinction can properly be 
made. 


Differentiation Impossible. 


"All combinations to suppress com- 


petition or to maintain a. monopoly in 
100 part or whole of interstate trade are 


and should be in violation of the anti- 
trust law and should be punished as

of the bills originally introduced such 
B. separate court was provided for, but 
the provision was defeated. 
A tariff 


court has been provided in the new 
tariff bill to consist of five members 
whose Judgment shall be flnal on all 
question arising under tho administra- 
tion. . I am strongly inclined to think 
that a similar court except that an ap- 
peal ought _ to lie from It to the su- 
prame court, wll serve the purpose of 
.expedition and the dispatch of busi- 
ness In respect to the orders of the 
commission. 


"I know that there is well ground 


objection to increasing federal courts, 
and to the provision for the appoint- 
ment o£ federal judges, whose terms. 
and salaries last for life, and who he- 
came a. permanent expenditure of the 
Boyernment But there is this to be 
laid that if the establishment of such 
• court proves to be a mistake, the de- 
mand for judges throughout the coun- 


• try and their increase will furnish an 
oportunlty to use the Judges thus ap- 
pointed for other and general judicial 
•work. 
The 
uniformity of decisions 


• and the promptness of decision which 
may be expected from a court whose 
experience will soon make them ex- 
perts Ih the disposition of such cases, 
would promise to the shipper and rail- 
road litigants quick decision as to 
their rights. 


Another Change Needed, 


"A second change in the inter-state 


commerce law ought to give to the 
commission the power to hear and en- 
tertain complaints . against 
unjust 


classification 
of 
merchandise 
for 


traniipofalion. 
It Is perfectly clear 


that by including articles in the same 
class which ought, to pay 
different 


rates, a railroad cnn commit exactly 
the same kind of injustice as It would 
lay imposing an exorbitant rate to any 
one class. Hence, I haven't the slight- 
est hesitation in recommending to 
congress that the power o£ the com- 
mission should be extended (o Includ' 


Platform Pledge Fulfilled. 


"Another 
most Important amend- 


ment of the Inter-state commerce law 
—part of which was specifically prom- 
ised lij the platform—Is a prohibition 
against any inter-state railroad com- 
pany acquiring stock in any compet- 
ing railroad in tho future, and a fur- 
ther provision that no railroad engag- 
ed In inter-state commerce shall after 
a. certain date hold stock In a com- 
peting 
railroad, 
and 
the 
further 


amendment that after the passage of 
the amending act no railroad company 
engaged In Inter-state commerce sha'l 
issue any additional stock or bonds or

thorized by law nnd second, for a 
price not leas than par for stock, and 
not less than the reasonable market flciais. 
value for bonds, such price being paid 
either in cash or in -property or serv- 
ices, and if in property or services, 
then at the fair value thereof as de- 
termined by the commission. 


"By these provisions enforced with 


•reason and drawn with a view not 
to be too drastic with railroads in the 
beginning, we shall gradually abolish 
that evil which is Involved in the 
union of 
competing roads 
by one 


road owning the stock of' another; and 
we shall prevent the over issue of 
stock and bonds so as to prevent 
watering, and to keep the railroad ef- 
ficient for the service for which it wai 
Intended. 


Would Permit Agreements. 


"In addition to amendments to the 


law which are looking .to a rather 
more, drastic 
regulation 
of railroad 


rates than heretofore, another provi- 
sion should be added by which rail- 
roads may be permitted to agree upon 
traffic rates and make contracts with 
respect to rates 
that 
shall not bo 


pooling contracts, hut shall constitute 
agreements as to rates—provided al- 
ways that such agreements shall re- 
ceive the approval of the interstate 
commerce commission. In this wise 
the operation 
of the anti-trust Ip.w 


against 
traffic agreements 
between 


railroads will be abolished and against 
their absolute 
prohibition would be 


substituted a requirement that such 
agreements shall meet the approval of 
a properly constituted tribunal. 


The Anti-Trust Law. 


"This brings me to the question of 


the anti-trust law. While we have not 
threshed the whole matter out so as 
to reach a definite conclusion, I 8m 
strongly inclined to the view that tho 
way to make the anti-trust law moro 
effective is to narrow its scope some- 
what, ao that It shall nnt include li 
its prohibition and denunciation as a 
crime anything but a conspiracy or 
combination or contract entered into 
with actual intent to monopolize or 


such: nnd there is no room for the 
expression—reasonable or unreasona- 
ble—In this general view of the statute. 


"I am entirely opposed to excepting 


from the operation of any law of gen- 
eral application a class of persons like 
laborers or worklngmen or farmers or 
ministers or lawyers. Take the pres- 
ent anti-trust law. therefore, and In- 
sert a special exceptlqn to the applica- 
tion of.that law by providing that It 
should not apply to the trade union 
class nnd It would be legislation of the 
most vicious chnrnctcr; but when you 
make the law apply only to conspira- 
cies seeking to suppress competition or 
to monopolize the trade, then tho labor 
boycott is probably not included, sim- 
ply because the statute 
would 
not 


seem wide enouBh to Include it in its 
scope and this result is obtained with- 
out class legislation nt all. 


Why He Favors the Change. 


"I am In favor of this change be- 


cause I believe thut the onlimiry ac- 
tion In equity by injunction in any 
place where the boycott is operative 
can effectively accomplish all tho pur- 
poses that ought to be accomplished 
in the suppression of such an evil. On 
tho other hand to apply the anti-trust 
law for the purpose 
of 
suppressing 


evils growing out of the labor organ- 
izations Is to take ^advantage against 
such unlawful labor organizations of 
tho literal terms of a statute which 
probably was not Intended to Include 
that which Judicial construction could 
not avoid Including within its words. 


"It would probably seem wise to es- 


tablish an accusatory bureau in the 
department of justice to institute pros- 
ecutions for violations of the Interstate 
commerce law and of the anti-trust 
law, while It would be wise to continue 
the bureau of corporation, enlarging its 
scopo somewhat to maintain the regis- 
tration of corporations and the investi- 
gation into their operation so far as 
interstate trade Is concerned."

Relics of Tragic Greely 


Expedition Found by 


Peary's Party. 


On Board the Canadian Government 


Steamship Tyrian, Off the 
Coast of 


Labrador. Sept. 1C (by way of North 
Sydney, Nova Scotia, Sept. 20.)—Like 
a. message from the 
tomb 
was the 


story told l>y Professor 
Donald Mc- 


Millan, one of the members 
of 
the 


Peary expedhion, who made separate 
journeys of exploration into Greenland, 
Grant Land and Grinnell Land. 
He 


told of linding traces of three expedi- 
tions of years ago—18S1—of subsisting 
on the food that had been discarded 
by the Greely expedition, who deserted 
the camp at Kort Conger and made 
their way to Cape Sabine .where they 
perished of cold and hunger. 


He told of wearing army coats and 


picking up scraps of letters and mes- 
sages of love that were lying around 
the ground in perfect condition after 
almost thirty years; of lindliis letters 
—veritable messages of the dead—and 
leaves from books that had 
carried 


words of love and solicitation to the 
doomed explorers 
from relatives far 


away. 


Finds Hall's Camp. 


He also came 
upon 
remnants of 


Hull's camp and a cairn left by Lock- 
wood and Bralnerd. 


"While 1 was at Cape Sheridan," lie 


said, "1 wanted to make several trips 
out into the desolate country to see 
what 1 could learn about the geology 
of the territory and the habits, cus- 
toms and --religion of the people. On 
one of my first trips i took a sledge 
and 'Eskimos and started, skirting the 
east coast of Grant Land and Grinnell 
Land. 1 slowly made my way down 
to Fort Conger, about sixty-live miles 
from the Koosevelt. and ran upon the 
last camp of the Greely expedition ot 
1881-1884. 


"Here I found relics, all of which 


were in the same condition as when 
they were discarded by the ill-fated 
members of that expedition. I found 
coffee, hominy, canned rhubarb, canned 
potatoes, breakfast food and all sorts 
of supplies. 
They were just as good 


as everi and I practically subsisted on 
them all the time I was there. 


Wore Greely's Coat. 


"General Greely's military overcoat; 


with the buttons on it, was about the 
lirst thing I discovered. I wore the 
coat, and while I stayed there 1 pre- 
sume 1 must have had on at one time 
or another the clothing of all the men 
in the expedition: ' On the ground I 
also found the trunk that had 
been 


carried by Sergeant David L. Brainard. 
It was as good as new and I used it as 
a shelter from the winds. 


"Here were records' that had been

made of the caches of provisions which 
had been- stored along the route and 
showed that vast quantities of wood 
had been left, there when 
the 'men 


started ' south 
to 
Cape ' Sabine, 


where seventeen 
of. the 
twenty-five 


members perished. 


"The men had been taken to Fort 


Conger by the Proteus and had been 
told to await her arrival next year. 
During the 
interim 
the 
steamship 


tried to get through, but was crushed 
in the ice. 


Start for the South. 


"Orders had been issued, to the 


party'that if the relief ship did not 
arrive the party was to make its way 
to the south and reach Cape Sabine. 
When the Proteus failed to arrive the 
party started. 


"The men were told to discard all 


baggage except nine pounds, and in 
order to lighten their, loaoV'to that ex- 
tent these goods, stores and personal 
belongings were left behind. It was 
these that I had found after a lapse 
of almost thirty years. Nothing had 
been destroyed. 
Everything was in 


an 
excellent 
state of preservation. 


Those members of the party who did 
not perish at Sabine were rescued by 
Commodore (afterward Rear Admiral) 
Winfield S. Schley on his relief ex- 
pedition sent out for the purpose of 
rescue. 


Voice From the Dead. 


"Fluttering about the camp was a 


slip of paper that had been taken 
from the flyleaf of a notebook. It was 
a voice from the dead. Written as the 
introduction to a speech at a banquet 


that the expedition had evidently ar- 
ranged to kill the monotony of the 
long winter, the words werf in the na- 
ture of a chaffing of the various mem- 
bers of the party. The author little 
knew at the time that he penciled his 
words that they would be found al- 
most a 
generation 
afterward, the 


simple storv of a tragedy of the arc- 
tic. 


"Here I also found other papers and 


magazines. 
Carefully placed between 


the pages of a magazine were sev- 
eral photographic plates that had been 
taken by George \V. Rice, who was 
the official photographer of the expe- 
dition. The magazine was still read- 
able, despite the fact that it had been 
the plaything of the elements there 
for twenty-eight years. 
The plates, 


however, were ruined, and 1 was un- 
able to discover to just what extent 
the expedition had penetrated into i'ue 
arctic. 


Photograph of Greely. 


"One of the treasures concealed by 


the leaves of the magazine was a pho- 
tograph 
ot 
General 
Greely. 
The 


features were still distinct. 
One of 


the relics was the fly leaf of a book. 
It had written upon it: 
'Lieutenant 


Frederick Klsslingbury. To my dear 
father, from his affectionate son. Har- 
ry Klsslingbury. 
Muy God be with 


you and return you safely to us.' 


"The ily leaf had been torn from a 


text-book that 
had evidently been 


passed from one student to another. 
The names of several 
persons, evi- 


dently students, hud been written, but 
a 
pencil 
mark 
had 
been 
drawn 


through them. The lirst name at the 
top of the page was Henry Satreau. 
Underneath was Victor Cloutior, As- 
sumption college. 
These had been 


scratched out and under them written 
Hurry 
Kisslingbury. 
Fort 
Custer. 


Mont., now 
at Assumption college. 


Sandwich, Ontario, Jan. 15. 18S1.' 


Arrives Too Late. 


"The fate of Klsslingbury is tragic. 


He had become estranged from Gen- 
eral 
Greely at 
Fort 
Conger and 


resigned 
his 
position 
in 
the 


army. He ran for the shore to board 
the Proteus, intending to 
return 
to 


America, but just as he reached there 
he saw the smoke of the steamer in 
the distance. He had arrived too late, 


"Klasllngbury returned to camp, die: 


not ask for reinstatement, and llvet 
with the expedition as a private cit- 
izen. He was among those who per- 
ished later. 


"Another of Kisslingbury's posses- 


sions which I found was a temper- 
ance hymn book on the Ily leaf of 
which was written: 
To Lieutenant 


Kissllngbury, U. S. A., from his old 
friend and well wisher, the author, 
George W. Clark, Detroit, Mich., 1861.' 
Lying .In the stores was an ocarina, a 
musical instrument, which was still 
good. Carved on it rudely with a knife 
was the latitude at which Fort Conger 
had been established.' 


Jewelry is Found. 


"Stickpins 
and 
other articles of 


jewelry I found scattered around. 
It 


was surprising to find the stores in 
such excellent condition. It only goes 
to show the wonderful 
preservative 


qualities of the arctic climate. Coffee 
I made 
often 
from' the abandoned 


Greely stores. One of the most strik- 
ing relics I found here, and one that 
showed the proclivities of the owner, 
was a record of all the horse trotting 
events of the time in America. It had 
been written in the owner's hand and 
embodied a description and record of 
all the trotters and trotting marks in 
the history of the turf.
